Reagan  wants  cuts 
on  student  loans 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  will  ask  Congress  to  deny  federally- 
guaranteed  loans  to  all  college  students  with 
family  incomes  above  $32,500,  a  move  which 
would  lock  out  hundreds  of  thousands  of  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  loan  program,  an  administra¬ 
tion  source  said. 

Reagan’s  fiscal  1986  budget  will  also  seek 
to  clamp  an  overall  $4,000  a  year  ceiling  on 
total  federal  aid  —  including  loans  and 
grants  —  for  any  student,  regardless  of  howr 
poor  his  or  her  family  is.  The  ceiling  would 
also  hit  graduate  students,  who  now  can  bor¬ 
row  up  to  $5,000  a  year,  twice  as  much  as 
undergraduates,  in  guaranteed  loans. 

And  it  would  restrict  eligibility  for  Pell 
Grants  —  outright  federal  stipends  of  up  to 

$1,900  a  year - to  students  from  families 

with  incomes  of  $25,000  or  less,  according  to 
the  source,  who  spoke  only  on  condition  of 
anonymity. 

Students  barred  from  the  Guaranteed 
Student  Loan  program  —  under  which,  the 
loans  are  free  while  the  borrower  remains  a 
student,  and  the  interest  is  only  9  percent 
afterwards  —  could  turn  to.  an  auxiliary  loan 
program  for  parents  that  extends  loans 
under  much  less  favorable  terms.

at  rates  3.5  points  above  the  interest  rate  on 
Treasury  bills  —  a  total  of  about  12  percent 
currently  —  and  repayments  must  start  im¬ 
mediately. 

Reagan  reportedly  will  include  the  stu¬ 
dent  aid  cutbacks  in  the  budget  he  is  sche¬ 
duled  to  send  to  Congress  on  Feb.  4.  Most  of 
the  cuts  would  affect  loans  and  grants  for  the 
academic  year  starting  in.  September  1986, 
although  Reagan,  in  his  attempts  to  cut 
domestic  spending,  may  also  seek,  rescis¬ 
sions  that  could  affect  the  aid  budget  for  this 
fall. 

Conflicting  opinions 
arise  over  Salt  Lake 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Legislators 
deciding  whether  to  spend  $100  million  to 
control  the  level  of  Great  Salt  Lake  find  con¬ 
flict  and  uncertainty  among  experts  on 
whether  the  level  will  continue  to  rise  in  the 
next  few  years. 

Fed  by  three  record  years  of  precipitation , 
the  lake  is  at  its  highest  level  in  more  than  a 
century,  peaking  last  spring  at  4,209.5  feet 
and  causing  $100  million  in  flood  damage  and 
prevention  costs. 

Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  proposed  spending 
$50  million  to  dike  around  endangered 
shoreline  facilities;  including  Interstate  80, 
and  $50  million  to  pump  water  from  Great 
Salt  Lake  to  a  depression  in  the  western 
desert  on  the  Air  Force’s  bombing  range. 


Next  year  would  be  the  soonest  the  pumping 
could  have  effect. 

Legislators  appeared  receptive  to  the  con¬ 
trol  efforts  but  were  at  odds  with  the  gov¬ 
ernor  over  funding. 

Gerald  Williams,  hydrologist  in  charge  of 
the  National  Weather  Service’s  Salt  Lake  ' 
City  office/believes  the  lake  will  climb  to 
between  4,210  and  4,211  feet  above  mean  sea 
level  this  spring.  . 

The  high  mark  recorded  since  the  pioneers 
entered  the  valley  in  1847  was  4,211.6  feetin 
1873.

Grant  will  oversee  economic  development 
and  tourism. 

Shearer  told  a  news  conference  she  will 
begin  work  immediately.  Grant  will  begin 
work  when  BYU’s  semester  ends  in  April.

Reservation  residents 
upset  by  mask  theft 

MOENKOPI,  Ariz.  (AP)  —  Residents  of 
the  Hopi  Reservation  are  in  an  uproar  over 
the  theft  of  a  KaphinU  mask  during  religious 
ceremonies. 

“This  is  the  first  time  anything  like  this 
has  happened  here,”  said  Sandra  Honanie, 
village  secretary  of  Moenkopi,  where  the 
theft  occurred  last  Saturday  night. 

“It  is  really  terrible,”  Honanie  said. 

Alphonso  Sakeve,  a  detective  for  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  Duane  Hon- 
ahni,  a  tribal  police  officer,  are  investigating 
the  theft. 

A  young  Moenkopi  man  was  taken  into 
custody  and  allegedly  admitted  stealing  the 
mask  while  members  of  a  Moenkopi  Kachina 
Society  were  resting  near  their  kiva  in  Up¬ 
per  Moenkopi,  authorities  said.  However, 
they  said  a  search  of  the  man’s  home  failed  to 
tui;n  up  the  mask.  ■ 

Officials  said  the  young  man  was  arrested 
after  investigators,  at  the  request  of  Kiva 
Chief  Elton  Honanie,  consulted  with  a  Nava¬ 
jo  hand-shaker  in  Tuba  City. 

A  hand-shaker  is  a  religious  person  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  the  ability  to  locate  missing 
persons  or  missing  things.  Navajo  and  Hopi 
police  occasionally  turn  to  such  people. 

Village  religious  leaders  said  they  will  not 
rest  until  the  mask  is  found.

Cecil  B.  DeMille  collection 
contained  in  Y  archives

The  Arts  and  Communications  Arc¬ 
hives  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  Harold 
B.  Lee  Library  contains  one  of  the 
world’s  most  exclusive  collections  of 
renowned  American  playwright,  pro¬ 
ducer  and  director,  Cecil  B.  DeMille. 

BYU  obtained  the- collection  in 
April  of  1977, 18  years  after  the  death 
of  DeMille.  His  daughter,  Cecilia  De¬ 
Mille  Harper  of  Los  Angeles,  deeded 
the  materials  to  BYU  in  order  to  pre¬ 
serve  them  and  make  them  available 
to  the  public.  At  the  time  of  their 
donation  she  said,  “Father  would  be 
honored  to  know  his  papers  are  going 
to  BYU.  He  was  always  friendly  with 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.of  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  would  feel  good  about 
having  his  records  in  Utah  where 
they  can  be  used  by  students.” 

“The  DeMille  collection  consists  of 
more  than  four  tons  of  film  history 
packaged  into  some  300  boxes,”  said 
James  V.  D’Arc,  curator  for  the  Arts 
and  Communications  Archives. 
“These  boxes  contain  scripts  (rough 
drafts  to  final  copies),  still  photo¬ 
graphs,  letters,  production  files, 
financial  records,  drawings,  posters, 
flyers  and  thorough  detailed  research 
ona  number  of  DeMille’s  films,” 
TTArc  said  the  p.urpbse  of  the  arc¬ 
hive  collection  is  to  preserve  historic¬ 
al  materials  for  the  dispersion  of 


knowledge.  The  material  available  in 
the  archives  is  valuable  to  serious  re¬ 
searchers,  publishers,  writers,  stu¬ 
dents  working  on  master’s  theses  and 
anyone  simply  interested  in  the  past. 

“By  definition,  all  our  material  is 
unique,”  said  D’Arc.  “These  are  the 
original  papers,  correspondence, 
notes  and  production  papers;  all  one 
of  a  kind  and  availible  nowhere  else. 
These  raw  materials  are  the  items 
from  which  historians  write;  without 
these  articles  the  research  is  not  as 
complete.” 

The  collection  contains  far  more 
than  just  the  professional  life  of  De¬ 
Mille.  According  to  D’Arc,  private 
items  like  memorabilia,  scrapbooks 
and  movies  that  DeMille  made  with 
his  family  while  on  safari  in  Africa  are 
also  included, 

“People  would  put  scrapbooks' 
.together  and  present  them  to  him,”, 
said  D’Arc.  “These  news  clips  are  ex¬ 
tremely  valuable  because  they  often 
come  from  fan  magazines  which  are 
hard  to  come  by.  Researchers  love 
them  because  they  give  a  broad  view 
of  how  DeMille  was  perceived  and  re¬ 
ceived  by  his  contemporaries.” 

Perhaps  the  most  valuable  part  of 
the  collection  are  the  nearly  8,000 
pieces  of  production  art  work,  said 
D'Are.  Arnold  briber®,  a  famous 
LDS  artist  residing- lix Salt  Lake,  is 
the  producer  of  much  of  this  work. 
Friberg,  at  the  time  of  the  most 


famous  of  DeMille’s  productions,  The 
Ten  Commandments,  was  already  an 
accomplished  artist  with  a  fame  of  his 
own.  DeMille  wanted  someone  to  ren¬ 
der  full-scale  sketches  of  biblical  fi¬ 
gures  so  he  would  have  aa  attern  to 
model  the  set  and  costumes  after.  In 
his  search  for  an  excellent  artist  he  , 
was  referred  to  Friberg. 

Friberg  was  not  the  only  LDS 
member  familiar  with  DeMille.  Presi¬ 
dent  David  O.  McKay  was  also  a  per¬ 
sonal  friend  and  admirer. 

According’ to  D’Arc,  DeMille’s 
work  is  admired  for  its  meticulous  re¬ 
search.  In  Ijis  films  with  religious 
themes,  he  solicited  several  major  re¬ 
ligious  figures  for  their  advice  and 
opinions.  He  had  a  friendship  with 
President  McKay  and  at  his  request 
accepted  an  invitation  to  deliver  the 
BYU  Commencement  Address  on 
May  31,  1957. 

It  was  at  these  commencement  ex¬ 
ercises  that  DeMille  delivered  his 
popular  BYU  speech.  Most  of  the 
attention  given  to  the  talk  was  for 
cused  upon  one  paragrph  in  particu¬ 
lar.  “I  have  known  many  members  of 
your  church  —  and  I  have  never 
known  one  who  was  not  a  good  citizen 
and  a  fine  wholesome  person  —  but 
David  O.  McKay  embodies  more  than 
;  anyone  that  I  have,,ever.  known  the 
;  virtues  and  the  drawing  power'  ofi 
t  your  church.  David  McKay,  almost" 
thou  persuadestme  to  be  a  Mormon.” 


Scripture  study  helps 
understanding  of  gospel

The  capacity  to  understand  the  gospel  comes  to.people  through 
studying  the  scriptures  and  from  listening  to  the  direction  of  the 
Spirit,  said  Elder  Richard  G.  Scott,  a  member  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  . 

Elder  Scott  presented  the  keynote  address  at  the  BYU  Sidney 
B.  Sperry  Symposium  of  Gospel  Principles  on  Saturday. 

•  “Understanding  the  scriptures  comes  from  one’s  own  invested 
;  effort.”  Scriptures  must  first  be  read,  then  pondered  in  order  to 
derive  power  from  them,  explained  Elder  Scott. 

Through  trying  to  understand  the  scriptures,  we  are  brought  j 
closer  to  Christ,  he  said.  “Personal  communication  with  God 
comes  to  us  through  the  Spirit.” 

Counsel  from  others  concerning  our  problems  may  provide  aid 
to  us,  but,  that  counsel  does  not  solve  them.  We  must  pray  for 
direction. 

However,  Elder  Scott'  said,  there  is  no  magic  wand  that 
answers  all  prayers.  “Treasures  (answers)  come  directly  from 
the  Lord  through  the  Spirit.  UUUT: ; 

“We  (members  of  the  church)  often  leave  messages  of  the 
Spirit  unheard  because  we  do  not  act  immediately  upon  first 
prompting,”  he  said.  • 

“Communication  by  the  Spirit  is  truth.  The  Spirit  teaches  only 
in  truth.”  - 

Through  spirituality  received  from  listening  to  the  Spirit,  di¬ 
vine  power  is  received  from  God,  he  said. 

However,  the  commandments  of  God  must  be  kept  to  receive 
power  from  the  Spirit  in;  this  life,  said  Elder  Scott, 

Faith  and  obedience  to  the  commandments  will  help  people  • 
understand  the  direction  they  receive  from  the  Spirit. 

“Some  people  look  on  obedience  as  sacrifice,”  said  Elder  Scott. 
“But,  it  is  that  sacrifice  that  permits  the  communication  of  bles¬ 
sings.  , 

“Sacrifice  is  a  test  of  faith  and  character.  The  greatest  happi- 
,  ness  and  fpeedqip  qxperiepcejjjjn Jjfe  comes  through  obedience,” 
ho  said.  '  .  ■;

While  with  the  University  Players,  Stewart 
played  a  minor  r olein  “Goodbye  Again.”  When  the 
play  moved  on  to  Broadway,  Stewart  went  with  it. 

During  his  early  years  in  New  York,  Stewart 
shared  an  apartment  with  Henry  Fonda,  an 
arrangement  that  the  two  friends  later  continued 
when  they  were  signed  up  by  MGM  Studios  within 
seven  months  of  each  other. 

In  his  first  five  years  at  MGM,  Stewart  appeared 
in  24  movies.  He  received  his  first  Oscar  nomina¬ 
tion  in  1939  for  “Mr.  Smith  Goes  to  Washington,” 
and  his  second  the  following  year  for  “The  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  Story." 
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The  Oscar  statue  he  won  for  “The  Philadelphia 
Story”  stood  in  the  window  of  his  father’s  hardware 
store  until  his  father’s  death  twenty  years  later. 

Shortly  after  winning  the  Academy  Award  in 
1940,  Stewart’s  movie  career  was  interrupted  by 
World  War  II.  He  enlisted  in  the  Army  as  a  private 
on  March  22, 1941.  Nine  months  later,  he  was  made 
a  lieutenant  in  the  Army  Air  Force  and  received  his 
wings.  . 

Returning  to  California  in  1945  as  a  colonel,  Ste¬ 
wart  picked  up  his  screen  career  without  missing  a 
.  beat.  His  first  post-war  film,  “It’s  A  Wonderful 
Life,”  made  in  1946,  earned  him  yet  another 
Academy  Award  nomination. 

In  the  next  four  years,  Stewart  made  12  movies, 
including  “Harvey,”  for  which  he  received  a  fourth 
Oscar  nomination. 

Stewart’s  later  work  has  included  stage  re¬ 
creations  of  the  enormously  popular  “Harvey”  in 
1970  and  1975;  the  1978  movie, “The  Magic  of  Lassi- 
;  e”;  and  the  1980  NBC  television  special,  “Mr.  Krue¬ 
ger’s  Christmas,”  which  was  produced  by  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

According  to  the  January,  1985  issue  of  Good 
Housekeeping,  Stewart  is  still  on  the  look-out  for 
projects.  An  article  on  his  life  quotes  him  as  saying, 
“I  want  to  keep  workirtg,  but  I  don’t  think  I’ve 
eased  into  the  older  parts  as  well  as  Hank  (Henry 
Fonda)  or  Duke  (John  Wayne)  did. 

“That  doesn’t  mean  I’m  ready  to  retire !  When  it’s 
time  for  me  to  quit5, 1  know  I’ll  get  the  message  loud 
and  clear  from  the  audience.” 

If  the  BYU  response  is  any  indication,  that  day  is 
still  a  long  ways  off —  1,500  tickets  to  the  Feb.  1 
screening  of  “It’s  A  Wonderful  Life”  at  which  Ste¬ 
wart  will  appear  sold  out  in  just  36  hours.

The  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  has  its  own"  little 
cinema-buff  heaven  of  Cecil  B.  DeMille’s  handwrit¬ 
ten  production  notes,  costume  sketches  from  The 
Ten  Commandments,  scrapbooks  of  Academy 
Award-winning  actors,  scripts  and  musical  scores 
from  famous  films. 

The  Arts  and  Communications  Archives  on  the 
fifth  floor  of  the  Harold  B.  'Lee  Library  contains 
several  dozen  cinematic  collections  that  document 
the  work  of  prominent  actors,  directors,  critics, 
composers  and  production  studios. 

An  amazing  array  of  materials  are  preserved  in 
the  different  collections,  including  scripts,  prints  of 
films,  musical  recordings,  still  photos,  design 
sketches,  posters,  letters,  memos,  clippings  and 
theater  programs. 

According  to  James  D’Arc,  the  archives  curator, 
members  of  the  archives  staff  meet  regularly  to 
discuss  which  collections  they  will  attempt  to  ac¬ 
quire.  The  collections  are  preserved  for  the  use  of 
students,  faculty,  and  other  film  scholars  who  have 
a  serious  research  purpose. 

Some  of  items  in  the  archives’  cinema  holdings 
include:  recorded  interviews  with  composer  John 
Williams,  director  John  Huston,  author  Leon  Uris 
and  actress  Mary  Piekford;  scripts  from  “Cleopat¬ 
ra”  and  “The  Plainsman”;  and  prints  of  director 
Henry  Foster’s  films  (including  “Harvey”  with 
James  Stewart). 

Collections  of  scores  include  the  entire  archives 
of  Republic  Music  —  7,000  original  acetate  and 
glass-based  disc  recordings  for  film  soundtracks.

Computer  inventor  missed  fame 
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Recognition  finally  came

Every  modern  computer  today 
uses  the  same  principles  the  first  com¬ 
puter  used,  said  John  V.  Atanasoff, 
father  of  modern  computers. 

Atanasoff,  who  is  now  81,  was  not 
always  recognized  as  the  father  of  the 
first  computer.  Not  until  a  federal 
court'battle  between  two  major  com¬ 
puter  companies  that  ended  in  1973 
was  Atanasoff  officially  ruled  the  in¬ 
ventor  of  the  electronic  digital  com¬ 
puter. 

According  to  Atanasoff,  the  idea 
for  a  computer  was  first  conceived 
while  he  was  a  professor  at  Iowa 
State  College.  In  1934,  Atanasoff  said 
he  began  giving  attention  to  a  more 
powerful  means  of  approximating  the 
solution  of  partial  differential  equa¬ 
tions. 

Atanasoff  said  he  worked  on  the 
idea  of  a  digital  computing  machine 
for  several  years.  In  a  personal  his¬ 
tory,  Atanasoff  writes  of  being  frus¬ 
trated  by  the  computing  problem.  On 
a  winter  evening  in  1937,  troubled  by 
his  problem,  Atanasoff  said  he  drove 
nearly  200  miles  from  his  laboratory 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  to  clear  his  mind. 

After  he  crossed  into  Illinois,  Ata¬ 
nasoff  said  his  mind  began  to.  clear, 
and  he  stopped  at  a  roadside  tavern  to 
begin  formulating  the  basis  for  his 
computer.  While  he  was  in  the 
tavern,  Atanasoff  made  four  deci- 
sions  about  the  computer.  He  decided 
to  use  electricity  and  electronics,  base 
'  two  numbers,  condensers  for  mem¬ 
ory,  and  computation  by  direct  logical 
action. 

It  was  these  four  ideas  that  began 
the  computer  age.  Atanasoff  said  “I 
was  amazed  and  pleased  to  find  that 
each  of  my  four  decisions  relates  to 
structures  that  are  in  use  in  modern 
computers.” 

After  developing  the  idea,  Ataha- 
soff  and  his  assistant,  Clifford  Berry, 
began  'building  the  machine.  Atana¬ 
soff  said  the  lack  of  money  was  a  big 
problem,  but  he,  “went  to  work 
anyway.” 

In  1939  the  computer  was  operat¬ 
ing,  said  Philip  J.  Hart,  a  graduate 
student  working  under  the  direction 
of  Atanasoff  on  a  separate  project. 

Later,  Atanasoff  said  he  signed 
over  the  patent  rights  to  the.  Iowa 
[State  College  Research.  Foundation, 


The  Atanasoff-Berry  Computer  (the  ABC). 


which  never  filed  for  a  patent. 

An  inter-office  memo  written  by  an 
Iowa  State  College  Official  in  1948 
and  later  obtained  by  Atanasoff  said 
the  computer  was  “probably  largely 
obsolete.” 

With  the  outbreak  of  WW II,  Berry 
left  Iowa  State  to  work  for  an  en¬ 
gineering  company  in  California.  Ata¬ 
nasoff  left  in  September  of  1942  to 
work  with  the  Naval  Ordnance 
Laboratory.  Before  his  departure, 
Atanasoff  worked  to  get  the  patent 
underway,  but  said,  “there  always 
seemed  to  be*  some  reason  why  it 
should  be  put  off.” 

Before  his  departure  from  Iowa 
State,  Atanasoff  spent  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  talking  about  compu¬ 
ters  with  Dr.  John  W.  Mauchly, 
another  researcher.  , 


In  1943,  while  Atanasoff  was  work¬ 
ing  with  the  Naval  Ordnance  Labora¬ 
tory,  Mauchly  and  an  assistant,  J. 
Presper  Eckert,  developed  a  comput¬ 
ing  machine  called  the  ENIAC.  Ata¬ 
nasoff  asked  Mauchly  to  tell  him  ab¬ 
out  the  new  machine  and  Mauchly  re¬ 
plied,  “I  cannot,  the  subject  is  classi¬ 
fied.” 

According  to  Atanasoff,  Eckert 
and  Mauchly  received  several  patents 
for  the  ENIAC.  The  two  then 
assigned  their  patents  to  a  large  com¬ 
puter  company  that  used  the  patents 
to  collect  royalties  from  other  compu¬ 
ter  companies. 

When  one  of  the  companies  refused 
to  pay  the  royalties,  a  court  case  fol¬ 
lowed.  Atanasoff  said  he  spent  nine 
days  on  the  witness  stand.  The  cen¬ 
tral  issue  dealt  with  the  validity  of  the 


ENIAC  patent. 

In  1973,  Federal  Judge  Earl  R. 
Larson  ruled  against  the  ENIAC  pa¬ 
tent.  In  the  decision  Larsen  wrote, 
“Eckert  and  Mauchly  did  not  them¬ 
selves  first  invent  the  automatic  elec¬ 
tronic  digital  computer  .  .  .  but  in¬ 
stead  derived  that  broad  subject  mat¬ 
ter  from  Dr.  John  V.  Atanasoff,  and 
the  ENIAC  patent  is  thereby  in¬ 
valid.” 

Since  the  ruling,  Atanasoff  said  he 
is  in  the  limelight  more  and  more. 
Atanasoff  said  Computers  do  an  im¬ 
mense  work  and  can  do  much  more, 
but  they  should  not  replace  physics  or 
other  sciences,  he  said,  j 

Hart,  who  now  resides  in  Provo, 
said  he  was  “impressed  with  Atana¬ 
soff  s  brilliance.”  Atanasoff  currently 
has  more  than  30  patents  to  his  name.

“I  don’t  believe  the 
clubs  are  equal  in  oppor¬ 
tunity,  and  I  feel  the 
Key  Club  is  much  stron¬ 
ger,”  Thakur,  freshman 
class  president  and  hon- ; 
or  roll  student,  said. ' 
“I’m  just  being  discri¬ 
minated  against  because 
I  am  a  girl.” 

Thakur  filed  sex  dis¬ 
crimination  complaints 
with  the  state  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and 
the  Boston  office  of  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Civil 
Rights. 

“I  didn’t  expect  to 
have  to  put  up  any  kind 
of  a  fight,”  she  said.  “I 
don’t  see  why  we  can’t 
work  together..

Jimmy  Stewart  contributes 
memorabilia  to  'Y'  archives

Films,  movie  scripts;  photos,  and  scrapbooks  are 
some  of  the  memorabilia  rjgcently^dpnatqd'tp  BYU 
by|  actor  Jimmy  Stewart. 

The  donation,  on  display  this  month,  is  a  rare 
opportunity  for  the  public  to  view  some  of  Ste¬ 
wart’s  contributions  to  BYU.  According  to  James 
V.  D’Arc,  curator  at  BYU’s  Arts  and  Communica¬ 
tions  Archives,  Stewart’s  contribution  may  “never 
be  on  display  in  quite  this  way  ever  again.” 

Stewart’s  donation  adds  to  an  already  extensive 
collection  of  records  that  document  important  peo¬ 
ple  and  organizations  playing  significant  roles  in 
arts  and  communication  in  America. 

According  to  D’Arc,  Stewart  is  “one  of  America’s 
institutions.”  D’Arc  said  it  was  important  that  Ste¬ 
wart  be  represented  at  the  BYU  archives. 

D’Arc  first  wrote  to  Stewart  two  years  ago  and 
asked  the  actor  if  he  would  consider  donating  pap¬ 
ers  and  films  to  the  university.  According  to  D’Arc, 
Stewart  responded  favorably  and  agreed  to  meet 
'with  D’Arc.  It  was  approximately  eight  months 
ibefore  the  two  could  actually  meet  because  of  con- 
Iflicting  schedules. 

D’Arc  said  he  met  with  Stewart  several  times  in 
southern  California  before  obtaining  the  records. 
'On  the  first  visit  D’Arc  reviewed  with  Stewart  the 
process  used  to  preserve  the  records,  and  the  value 
of  the  documents  to  scholars,  faculty  and  students. 

During  the  second  visit  D’Arc  said  he  and  Ste-

For  this  reason  the 
public  is  not  allowed  to  browse  through  archive 
materials. 

Speaking  of  all  the  collections,  D’Arc  said,  “The 
point  of  it  all  is  not  just  preserving  the  papers,  but 
preserving  the  legacy  (and)  his  or  her  impact  on 
society.”  BYU  has  a  major  archive,  D’Arc  said,  and 
is  always  looking  for  and  acquiring  new  materials. 

According  to  Charlene.  Winters,  who  works  in 
Public  Communications  at  BYU,  much  of  Stewart’s 
collection  will,  be  on  display  in  three  locations  ont 
campus.  The  displays  will  be  on  the  main  floor  of  the 
library  near  the  circulation  desk,  the  library’s 
fourth  floor  collections  area  and  in  the  Secured 
Gallery  in  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

Speaking  of  his  personal  contact  with  Stewart,* 
D’Arc  said,  “the.  thing  that  most  impressed  me  was 
his  simplicity  and  humility. ’’..D’Arc  also  said  Ste¬

After  the  first  five  games  the 
Cougars  were  1-4  with  no  sign  of  im¬ 
provement.  The  team  was  tagged 
with  a  ..losing  reputation.  But  this 
thinking  has  changed  drastically. 

One  of  the  biggest  reasons  for  the 
Cougars’  success  has  been  the  play  of 
forward  Timo  Saarelainen.  At  one 
point  in  the  season,  after  the  Cotton 
States  Classic  at  the  end  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  it  was  possible  Saarelainen 
would  be  lost  for  a  time  because  of 
knee  surgery,  but  his  knee  has  im¬ 
proved  and  so  has  his  play. 

He  has  been  ripping  the  nets  lately 
with  his  high  arching  jump  shots.  In¬ 
cluding  the  Hawaii  game,  he  is  aver¬ 
aging  25.6  points  over  the  last  five 
contests. 

Saarelainen  has  to  be  given  much  of 
the  credit  for  the  recent  success.  He 
deserves  virtually  all  of  the  credit  for 
the  Cougars’  most  recent  success  on 
Saturday  against  Utah  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

The  senior  from  Helsinki,  Finland, 
and  the  rest  of  the  BYU  cagers  en¬ 
tered  the  unfriendly  realm  of  the  Utes 
and  came  out  .with  an  exciting  63-62 
win  to  improve  their  record  to  6-2  in 
conference  play.  The  Cougars  are 
now  in  second  place  behind  UTEP. 

With  11  seconds  showing  on  the 
clock  and  Utah  ahead  62-61,  the 
Cougars  had  one  last  chance  for  a  win. 
The  entire  crowd  and  the  Utah  squad 
knew  who  would  get  the  ball  —  Saare¬ 
lainen. 

He  received  the  ball  on  the  left 
baseline  and,  as  expected,  was  dou¬ 
ble-teamed.  He  took  one  dribble  to  his 
left,  squared  his  shoulders  and 


jumped  high  in  the  air. 

Saarelainen  released  the  shot  at  the 
apex  of  his  jump;  the  clock  wound 
down  with  every  revolution  of  the 
ball.  It  was  a  do-or-die  situation.  The 
shot  finally  came  down  after  what 
seemed  like  an  eternity  and  hit  no¬ 
thing  but  net  to  give  the  Cougars 
their  fifth  consecutive  win. 

“He  took  an  unbelievable  shot,” 
said  Utah  coach  Lynn  Archibald.  “We 
did  everything  we  could  and  Saare¬ 
lainen,  a  great  player,  made  a  great 
shot.  He’s  one  of  the  best  kept  secrets 
in  the  country.” 

BYU  coach  Ladell  Andersen  said, 

“I  haven’t  got  an  11-second  play.  Get 
it  to  Timo  —  that’s  my  tricky  play.” 

Saarelainen’s  12-foot  baseline  jum¬ 
per  was  the  second  of  two  great  shots 
he  made  with- little  time  remaining. 
With  less  than  a  minute  remaining  the 
Cougars  were  behind  60-59. 

Once  again  it  was  Saarelainen  who. 
answered  the  call  and  made  the  shot. 
This  time  it  was  a  driving  half-hook 
from  five  feet  out  that  found  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  net. 

“I  heard  coach  say  go  for  it,  so  I 
went  for  the  hook,”  Saarelainen  said. 

Of  the  winning  shot  Chris  Nikche-. 
vich,  who  contributed  12  points  of  his 
own,  said,  “If  he  hit' the  running  hook 
I  knew  the  other  was  going  in.”  Alan 
Pollard;  who  was  BYU’s  rebounding 
strength,  grabbing  11,  said,  “I  knew 
it  was  going  in.  We  called  it  on  the 
bench.” 

Although  the  game  was  dramatical¬

Billing  error  causes 
tuition  overpayment; 
2,000  may  get  refund

If  you  find  yourself  short  of  money 
this  semester,  it  may  be  due  to  an 
overpayment  of  your  tuition.  Better 
dig  those  records  out  and  check  them 
carefully.  A  few  students  have  paid 
$750  dollars  for  their  tuition.  While 
this  is  mighty  generous,  the  $50  is 
most  likely  needed  for  next  week’s 
meals. 

Elizabeth  L.  Bement,  a  senior 
majoring  in  Accounting  said, 
“Although  I  paid  the  $50  pre-tuition 
payment,  the  invoice  said  I  owed 
$700.” 

Bement  did  not  catch  the  mistake 
until  her  father  questioned  the  high 
price,  and  she  called  the  finance 
office.  “One  of  the  employees  told  me 
approximately  the  first  one-to-two 
thousand  invoices  were  printed 
wrong.” 

Bement  was  informed  that  stu¬ 
dents  who  catch  the  error  will  be 
reimbursed.  She  said  the  employee 
told  her  “it  costs  too  much  at  this 
point  to  find  the  errors  ourselves  and 
reimburse  the  student.” 

Curt  Elcock,  accountant  in  Finan- 
’  cial  Services,  said  as  a  rule  students 
were  not  over  charged,  but  there 
have  been  some  instances  where  stu- 
‘  dents  paid  the  $50  prepayment  plus 
$700  in-tuition. 

While  some  of  the  discrepancies 
were  university  errors  due  to  the  new 
computerized  billing  procedure, 
Elcock  said  the  mistakes  may  have 
been  caused  by  other  factors. 

“Parents  may  have  payed  $700  for 


their  child’s  tuition  not  realizing  the 
student  had  paid  $50  in  advance,”  he 
said. 

Timing  may  also  be  a  factor.  The 
payment  may  have  been  made  after 
the  invoices  were  prepared. 

Students  who  have  overpaid  are 
“entitled  to  receive  a  refund  on  re¬ 
quest,”  said  Elcock. 

There  is  a  catch  however.  Students 
must  bring  attention  to  the  problem 
themselves.  If  they  are  not  aware  of 
it,  their  $50  may  be  long  in  coming. 

Elcock  said,  the  money  would  still 
stay  in  students’  accounts  as  a  credit. 
“The  money  will  be  left  there  until  we 
get  to  a  point  with  the  system  of 
issuing  refunds.” 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  in 
any  discrepancies  or  problems  with 
their  billing  statement.  “Questions 
about  students’  accounts  will  be  taken 
care  of  as  they  come  up,  and  will  be 
dealt  with  individually,”  Elcock  said. 

Although  the  prepayment  may  be 
difficult  and  inconvenient  because  of 
the  early  due  date,  Elcock  said  it  is  a 
benefit  to  the  student  because  it  en¬ 
courages  early  registration  and  holds 

thTheC$50?s  lost  should  the  student 
not  return  to  school  because  “it  is 
holding  that  student’s  classes  and 
keeping  others  from  the  classes,”. 
Elcock  said. 

The  new  computerized  procedure, 
which  prints  the  $50  prepayment  bills 
and  the  invoices  for  tuition  and  other 
fee.s,  still  has  a  “few  bugs  that  need  to 
be  worked  out,  as  with  any  new  sys¬ 
tem,”  said  Lyman  J.  Durfee,  Assis¬ 
tant  Vice  President  and  Treasurer. 


“I  love  you  Mr.  Krueger.”  The  closing  line  of  the 
little  girl  from  the  movie  “Mr.  Krueger’s  Christ¬ 
mas”  has  been  heard  by  more  than  150  million  peo¬ 
ple  worldwide  in  six  different  languages. 

“The  response  has  been  remarkable,”  said  Mike 
McLean,  producer  and  creator  of  the  movie  made 
for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  “The  main  reason  for  its  tremendous  suc¬ 
cess  is  Jimmy  Stewart.” 

Stewart  played  the  part  of  Willie  Krueger  in 
“Mr.  Krueger’s  Christmas”  and  was  “most  perfect” 
for  the  part,  he  said. 

The  movie  would  not  have  had  one-fiftieth  of  the 
impact  had  Stewart  not  been  in  the  movie,  McLean 
said.  “He  was  brilliant  and  well  prepared.” 

Number  one  professional 

Peter  Johnson,  first  assistant  director  of  the 
movie  and  director  of  the  BYU  Media  Production 
Department,  also  has  praise  for  Stewart  and  de¬ 
scribes  him  as  a  “number-one  professional”  and 
“perfect  for  the  part.” 

“We  did  a  lot  of  night  shooting  while  making  the 
movie,  but  he  was  always  there,  ready  to  work,” 
Johnson,  said  of  Stewart.  “Even  though  we  were 
working  under  cold  and  difficult  conditions,  each 
‘take’  looked  fresh  like  the  first  time.” 

Kathy  Debenham,  one  of  nine  dancers  in  the 
movie  from  the  BYU  Dancers’  Company,  described 
Stewart  as  a  kind  person.  “I  was  overwhelmed  to 
be  standing  face  to  face  With  history,”  she  said. 

While  filming  the  dance  scene  of  the  movie  at 
midnight  one  evening,  the  fake  snow  used  in  the 
movie  turned  to  real  snow,  Debenham  said.  “We 
were  wet  and  cold.”  • 

After  promptings  from  the  choreographer,  De¬ 
benham  decided  to  tell  Stewart  during  a  break  in 
the  filming  of  her  fe’elings  of.excitement  in  working 


with  him. 

“He  was  gracious  and  warm,”  she  said.  After 
speaking  with  her,  he  took  off  his  overcoat  and  put 
it  around  her.  “That  points  out  the  consideration  he 
has  for  his  fellow  human  beings.  He  doesn’t  hold 
himself  in  a  certain  reverence  as  we  seem  to,”  she 
said.  “He’s  a  down-to-earth  person.”  ' 

McLean  said  Stewart  seemed  to  be  pleased  with 
the  movie.  After  seeing  it,  he  called  Johnny  Carson 
and  later  appeared  on  “The  Tonight  Show”  and 
promoted  the  movie. 

Essence  of  Christmas 

Stewart  wanted  to  do  the  movie  for  two  reasons. 
First  of  all,  he  felt  that  the  story  captured  the 
essence  of  Christmas,  McLean  said.  “He  also 
adored  the  (Mormon)  Tabernacle  Choir  and 
excited  about  directing  them.”  ' 

“Mr.  Krueger’s  Christmas”  has  played  in  many 
different  countries  of  the  world.  Last  December,  • 
the  film  was  shown  on  network  television  in  De¬ 
nmark  with  remarkable  success,  according  to  Iain 
McKay  of  Bonneville  Productions,  which  distri¬ 
butes  the  film. 

The  television  network  in  Copenhagen  was  still 
receiving  phone  call's  two  weeks  after  it  was  shown 
there.  “Never  have  so  many  calls  and  letters  been 
received  a  week  to  10  days  after  it  was  aired,”  he 
said. 

Christmas  classic 

“Mr.  Krueger’s  Christmas”  has  become  a  Christ¬ 
mas  classic,  according  to  McLean.  Copies  of  the 
movie  have  actually  worn  out  because  it-is  shown  so 
much,  he  said.

In  Italy  alone,  the  movie  was  accepted  by 
almost  150  television  stations,  McKay  said.  “It  is 
one  of  the  most  successful  movies  of  the  (LDS) 
church”.
